WASHINGTON, July 10.—Tho house to- 


day agreed to the partial confuronce re- 
port on the general deficiency appropri- 
ation bill, aud concurred in tho senate 
amendment fixing the coat of armor 
plate for throe battleships now building 
at $300 per ton. Thia was the main 
point still in dispute between the two 
houses. A. strong effort was made to 
induce tbo house to agree to a substi- 
tute proposition fixing tbe limit at $'100, 
&B recommended by the secretary of tbe 
navy, but after a three hours' debate 
the houee, by a vote of 142 to 45, con- 
curred

Messrs. Stone, Republican of Pennsyl- 
vania; Dalzell, Republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, and 
Boutelle, Republican of 


Maine, supported tho $400 proposition, 
which waa opposed by MeBsra. King, 
Democrat ol Utah; Underwood, Demo- 
crat of Alabama; Barlow, Populist of 
California; Simpson, Populist of Kan- 
sas; Gains, Democrat of Tennessee; 
Wheeler, Democrat of Alabama; Sayera, 
Democrat of Texas, and Oannon, Repub- 
lican of Illinois). 


Mr. Gannon moved tbat the house in- 


sist on its disagreement and Mr. Stone, 
Republican, moved to concur, with an 
amendment iu tbe nature of a substi- 
tute, by tbe terms of which the cost of 
theatmor plate for thothrun battleships 
was increased from $2,400,000 to $3,- 
yfU.UQU, and tno limit ol tuo cual fur tho 
armor from $300 to $400. 


Mr. Boulell, Republican of Maine, 


the chairman on naval tiff sura for the 
house, took tho lloor in support of Mr. 
Stone's motion. He explained at length 
the histoiy of the controversy over the 
price of armor plates. He pointed out 
the refusal of tbo armor plate companies 
to bid under tho provision of tho last 
naval appropriation bill limiting tbe 
cost to $300 per ton, the proposition of 
the Illinois tkeel Company to furnish 
all tbe armor for twenty yeara at $240 
per ton, and tho recommendation of the 
secretary of the navy for an authoriza- 
tion for new bids with a limit of cost of 
$400 per ton. 


"Did not one of these companies furn- 


ish tbe Russian government with armor 
at $249 per ton?" asked Mr. Barlow of 
California.

The San Francisco Itrjwrt finds two 


grounds of complaint in the "Califor- 
nia" Bouvenir booklet recently issuoi 
by the State Board of Trade for the 
Chriotian Endeavor convention. 
Th 


first of these grounds it finds in the fac 
that tho brochure carefully avoids 
tioniuj: California's wine induetry, the 
second in the further fact that it i 
Cqil&Uy silent concerning the Valley 
railroad. 


It may bo doubted if tho ncjtort'f 


Stricture becauee the wine industry ie 
not mentioned is entirely wiee. To be 
euro, the wine industry is of Rreat im- 
portance to tho people of the state, and 
an omission to mention it in any ordi- 
nary 
literary souvenir of California 


would be a groat error, or worse. Hut 
the pamphlet under dlecneEion was not 
an ordinary one. Oo tho contrary, it 
was issued expressly for the members 
of a Christian Endeavor convention, 
and they are known to look with serious 
disfavor on wine. To the REI-UHLICAX it 
appears than an advertisement of our 
wine industry in buch a brochure would 
have been in the nature of a diEcourtesy 
to our guests. M'e think the Board of 
Trade did right in omitting this subject 
from those diecueeed in the production. 


Hut as much cannot be said of the 


omission of the Valley railroad from 
mention in the little book. The State 
Board of Trade ehould not bo merely 
the mouthpiece of the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
Of course it is commonly 


charged that it ie so, and the charpe is 
hardly denied, but even it it is eo, men- 
tion ol the Valley road was due from it 
to the people of theetate.in this book. 
The "California" 
souvenir was not 


merely a Southern 
Pacific advertise- 


ment, or, at any rate, it should have 
been eomethinp more. It purported to 
be something more, and the State Board 
of Trade's connection with it should 
have Riven the book a repreecntati 
character which it could not have while 
it told nothing of the compel tut; railroad 
which has brought more of hope to 
large number of people of California 
than they had known in many years, 


The State Board of Trade should be 


ashamed of this glaring defect in an 
otherwise meritorious work. To all who 
read and understand it makes that body 
appearaB the pliant tool of the Southern 
Pacific corporation. 
Being so, it should 


not he a State Board of Trade. It ehould 
represent the state in general or change 
HE name to the Southern Pacific Board 
of Trade.

the announcement of a refrigerator-car 
company that it will carry fruit from 
Ogden to Chicago for $23, and to al 
points further caet lor (35. At the earne 
time the Bet notes the further fact that 
the charge for a refrigerator car from 
Sacramento to Chicago now is $90, while 
to pointa farther east it is $140. Thui 
if & car ie started from Sacramento it 
costs $50 to transfer it from Chicago to 
>TG^- York, while il the car is started 
Irom Ogden it coata but $10 to move i 
Iroai Chicaeo to New York and but $3" 
to move it the whole distance. H costs 
$15 loea to move an Otrdeu car from thai 
city to Netv York than it does to movi 
a Sacramento car from Chicago to New 
York, although the latter distance 
little more than a third of the former 
Concerning this condition of affaire UK 
}itf. eays: 


The extra percentage charged by tin 


Southern Pacific for Jiaaling heary re 
frigerator cars does not account for all 
of this tremendous difference. 
It is in 


order, therefore, for the refrigator car 
companies to explain who it is that re- 
ceives the enormous toll apparently ex- 
acted of the frait grower lor refrigera- 
tion between Sacramento and Ogden. 


It certainly is in order. The fruit- 


growing business is not so fattening in 
theee timee that the growers can afford 
to have many unjust discriminations 
made ae between themselves. 


SOME of the eastern newspapers ure 


lying about the treatment received by 
the Endeavorera in San Francisco. The 
metropolis of tho far West ia not in all 
respects a model town, but the En- 
deivorare themselves ehould be the beet 
jndgee of the treatment they received

vereil hospitality and fair treatment 
eztendei to them individually and as a 
body. The eastern editors are evidently 
inspired by an unworthy jealousy of the 
city at the Golden Gat?.
